FORT ERIE RACING BEGINS THIS AFTERNOON. 



Every Indication Points to a Successful Meeting — 

Ambitious Program for Laurel Next Fall. 

Fort Erie. Out.. July 3. — The Niagara Racing As- 
sociation’s initial meeting of 1916 will be inaugu- 
rated here tomorrow. The program includes seven 
races, with tin* Fourth of July Stakes as the 
feature. From, the present outlook the races will 
Is* run over a drying -out track. Besides tin* stake 
raec a handicap at three-quarters is provided as a 
special attraction, with a field of eight named to 
contest it. 

Commonnda. Runes and Rancher, which finished 
one, two. three in tin* National Handicap at Hamil- 
ton on Saturday, are among those named for the 
Fourth of July Stakes. Three of the races arc at 
distances over one mile, the others being sprinting 
affairs. The fields are in tin* main made up of 
horses that have been racing on tin* Canadian cir- 
cuit. with a liberal sprinkling of Kentucky horses, 
including Leo Skolny. Mars Cassidy. C *rs and Stars, 
Fan G. and others that have been racfhg well oil the 
blue grass eirciiit. 

Three speeinl horse trains arrived this morning 
from Hamilton and included in tin* consignment 
wen* all of the prominent stables that participate! 
in the meeting at that iMunt. There are probably 
more horses at Fort Erie than ill any recent year 
and there should be no laek of material for the 
racing secretary to draw upon. 

George Walker, trainer of the Ilrookdalc Stable, 
was on hand, having reeovered from his rerent 
illness. All of the Dyment horses have been shipped 
to Fort Erie this year. Albert Simons also raine 
with the llarry Payne Whitney horses, most of 
whirh are just rounding to from illness eon true ted 
in Kentucky. They will make their presence felt 
later on. 

Joseph McLennan, who will art as racing secre- 
tary at Laurel next fall, arrived from New York 
this morning when* he went to consult with M. 
J. Winn and his associates relative to tie* stakes 
and purses to he given for tin* Laurel meeting in 
October. Mr. McLennan brings back the report 
that more money will be hung up at Laurel this 
fall than at any other track in America. 

Souk $150,000 in stakes ami purses will Ik* dis- 
tributed among the horsemen. There will be seven 
races daily, with no purse less than $700. Nine- 
teen stakes will l*c o poiiod. the most im|H>rtant of 
which will be the Baltimore Handicap, one mile and 
a sixteenth; tin* Washington Handicap, one mih 
and a six! nth. and tie* National Handicap, one 
mile and an eighth. Two thousand five hundred 
dollars will Ik* added to each of these stakes. The 
increased money added by the club will average 
more than $1,200 daily over that hung up last year. 
The stake blanks will Ik* out next week. There 
will he ;i s{ *«*ple< lias** every day, and two of the 
stakes will In* for jumpers. 

Many improvements will be made to the plant. 
A now paddock, a new building for the jockeys 
and a new secretary's office are being constructed. 
They will Ik* built sit the lower end of the pad- 
dock, instead of adjoining tin* grandstand. Dur- 
ing Mr. McLcnnsin’s visit track superintendent 
Keating telephoned manager Winn that the job 
of covering the track lmd been completed. Two 
and a half feet of new soil has Ik*cu placed on t lie 
track and sifter allowing it to settle, st heavy roller 
will Ik* put oil in silnuit ten days to locate any 
soft s|Kds. The steeplechase fours.* lias also been 
remodeled and tin* It. & (). railroad has increased 
its terminal facilities. 

Arthur Edwards, manager of the J. Lumsden 
stable, has obtained first csill for his employer on 
the services of jockey W. Obert for the remainder 
of the Canadian season. 

Trainer Barry Littlefield was unable to ship the 
big Canadian string of Joseph E. Seagram to Fort 
Erie. Several of the horses were coughing and h 
decided at the last moment to let them remain at 
Hamilton with the hope that they would round to 
in time for the opening of the Windsor meeting.

greatest jockeys of former days, James McLaughlin, 
will come the filly Celandria. 

In tin* mails is expected the nomination of Spur. 
James Butler’s good colt. ami. in view of the 
fact that the Hawthorne meeting conflicts in dates 
with the meeting sponsored by Mr. Butler him- 
self, this is considered a real tribute to Illinois 
racing. 

In addition to the Derby candidates, Mr. Natlian- 
son made public the entry of a horse that will Ik* 
wa tidied with interest during the meeting, inasmuch 
as it is owned by Emil llcrz. famous in the former 
Chicago racing days as the owner of such a horse 
as McChesney. This is tin* eight -year-old Short 
Grass, which last Saturday made tin* fastest mile 
ever run at Aqueduct, the time being 1 :36%. . This 
horse, which i> entered for tin* Gold Cup here, was 
purchased in England, when* agents of lln* German 
government had tried to buy it for the Graditz Stud 
at a price said to have been $12,500. 

Memberships and subscriptions are coming in fast, 
according to Eugene V. Bcifcld, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Illinois Jockey Club, and, if one may 
judge by tin* demand, there will he little opjior- 
t unity to got boxes for Derby day after the first 
of next week, each mail bringing in reservations, 
many of which are from persons well known in 
society. 

Hawthorne has 1 k*cii restored to something like 
its appearance of the days when it was the scene of 
imiMirtuut racing. The ravages of twelve years of 
comparative disuse have Im*cu repaired to a really 
surprising extent. Right now, barring some need of 
paint and a good washing and scrubbing, the grand- 
stand is fit and ready for its designed uses. The 
paddock stalls have been Ik aided with soft tanhark 
and tin* whole paddock is as good as it ever was. 
Across the track newly roofed and renovated stables 
present a neat appearance. In fact. Hawthorne is 
quite a sightly racing plant and will, no doubt, Ik* 
more improved and presentable when its gates are 
thrown open to the racing public July 15. 

Quite a force of men were at work Sunday in 
various fields of renovation. The race track was 
being levelled, harrowed and dragged. It had been 
thrown up from tin* inside to the outside to fit it 
for auto racing and required considerable labor to 
bring it back into condition for racing. In its 
palmy days Hawthorne was a safe track, but never 
an especially fast one. There is something in its 
present ap|K*aranee suggesting that it may now 
prove to Ik* faster than it was in 1904. All around 
its ellipse the inner and outer tracks have been 
placed in good condition and it is now to the eye 
a sure enough race track. 

As yet few horses are at the track and probably 
are not desired there for at least a week. That 
time should suffice to make tin* going perfect. Then 
the horses can come and find the course fit for ex- 
ercise galloping.
